The President-elect talked to the 
three rep o rters abo ard his small Air 
Fo rce jet du ring the retu rn flig ht to 
Geo rg ia fro m Chicag o , where he at­ 
tended fu neral serv ices fo r May o r 
Richard Daley , who died Mo nday . 
Sho rtly after retu rning ho me to 


Plains, Carter was driv en to a ho sp ital 
in nearby Americu s to see his mo ther, 
Ullian Carter, who had been admitted 
fo r what a sp o kesman called “a few 
day s o f ex aminatio n and rest" after 
she co mp lained o f no t feeling well. 
Mrs. Carter is 78.

James A. Rho des has called o n the 
u p co ming sessio n o f the leg islatu re to 
mo v e p ro mp tly o n a co nstitu tio nal 
amendment that wo u ld v alidate a 
sidetracked ho u sing p ro g ram fo r lo w 
and mo derate inco me families. 
Rho des’ req u est came o n Wed­ 
nesday after the Ohio Su p reme Co u rt 
stru ck do wn a 1974 law that so u g ht to 
p ledg e the faith and credit o f the state 
o n 
bo nds 
fo r 
p riv ate 
ho u sing 
dev elo p ers. 
The co u rt, in a u nanimo u s decisio n, 
said the env isio ned p lan fo r the state to 
issu e self-retiring rev enu e bo nds ru ns 
afo u l o f the Ohio Co nstitu tio n. It en­ 
jo ined the Ohio Ho u sing Dev elo p ment 
Bo ard fro m issu ing su ch bo nds in a 
“friendly ” co u rt case instig ated early 
last su mmer by Atty . Gen. William J. 
Bro wn. 
William A. Lo so ncy , the bo ard’s 
ex ecu tiv e directo r, said the decisio n 
sto p s far sho rt o f p u tting it o u t o f 
bu siness. 
He said it still has resp o nsibilities fo r 
adm inistering 
federal 
ho u sing 
p ro g rams in Ohio . The bo ard also is 
free to p ro ceed with o ther du ties su ch 
as g u aranteeing lo ans and seed mo ney 
fo r bo nds issu ed by no np ro fit ho u sing 
enterp rises, he p o inted o u t. 
Rep . Edward F. Feig han, D-8 
Clev eland, who sp o nso red the stricken 
law, said he intends to intro du ce a 
co nstitu tio nal amendment which he 
ho p es will g o befo re v o ters in the Ju ne 
1977 p rimary . “That ap p ears to be the 
o nly av enu e left,” he said. 
The g o v erno r blamed the p rev io u s 
Demo cratic administratio n o f Go v . 
Jo hn J. Gillig an fo r failing to g iv e the 
state “a v iable ho u sing p ro g ram.” He 
said the delay “has co st Ohio sev eral 


hu ndred millio n do llars in p o tential 
federal ho u sing do llars.” Ho wev er, 
Ohio ’s v o ters nix ed a Rho des so lu tio n 
mo re than a y ear ag o . 
The Feig han bill was enacted as an 
emerg ency measu re with bip artisan 
su p p o rt at a sp ecial leg islativ e sessio n 
called by Gillig an Dec. 3 , 19 74, fiv e 
weeks befo re the Demo crat left o ffice. 
It receiv ed 73 -15 bip artisan ap p ro v al in 
the 9 9 -member Ho u se and a 27-2 ro ll 
call in the 3 3 -member Senate. 


Feig han recalled that q u estio ns as to 
the bill’s co nstitu tio nality were raised 
ev en befo re its enactment. He called 
Wednesday ’s decisio n “no t a to tal 
su rp rise.” 
Bu t the Cu y aho g a Co u nty lawmaker 
said the do u bt was su ch that a 
majo rity o f the members o f the 
leg islatu re felt it sho u ld be p u t to a 
co u rt test. Bro wn’s Su p reme Co u rt 
actio n was initiated at the req u est o f 
Feig han and o ther sp o nso rs. 
Rho des, in early 1975, su bmitted a 
co nstitu tio nal amendment p ackag e to 
the leg islatu re as p art o f a p lan to 
make Ohio “dep ressio n p ro o f,” bu t 
refu sed to accep t leg islativ e chang es. 
Ev entu ally , he circu lated p etitio ns to 
p lace his fo u r amendments o n the 
No v ember 1975 ballo t and had them all 
defeated by o v erwhelming majo rities. 
One o f the fo u r amendments dealt with 
ho u sing and wo u ld hav e v alidated the 
Feig han leg islatio n. 
The v o te ag ainst the ho u sing 
amendment was 1,86 4,6 55 ag ainst to 
86 1,481, and its marg in o f defeat was 
small co mp ared to the o ther three 
p ro p o sals which so u g ht to raise sales 
and g aso line tax es to back abo u t $4.1 
billio n in state bo nd issu es.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) — A state 
Su p reme Co u rt decisio n affirming the 
p u blic’s rig ht to insp ect Bu reau o f 
Mo to r Vehicle reco rds indicates the 
co u rt believ es almo st all g o v ernment 
bo o ks sho u ld be o p en to Ohio citizens. 
Altho u g h the ru ling Wednesday 
referred sp ecifically to a rig ht to in­ 
fo rmatio n su it bro u g ht by a newsp ap er 
to g ain access to driv er’s license 
reco rds, the o p inio n raised bro ader 
imp licatio ns. 
Fo r instance, the ju stices cited a 1960 
hig h co u rt ru ling in a BMV case, which 
said: “The ru le in Ohio is that p u blic 
reco rds are the p eo p le’s reco rds, and 
that the o fficials in who se cu sto dy they 
hap p en to be, are merely tru stees fo r 
the p eo p le.” 
Chief Ju stice C. William O’Neill also 
cited statu to ry law p ro v iding that 
“p u blic reco rd means any reco rd 
req u ired to be kep t by any g o v ern­ 
m ental u nit... . And...All p u blic 
reco rds shall be o p en at all reaso nable 
times fo r insp ectio n.”

The Su p reme Co u rt in the newsp ap er 
decisio n no ted restrictio ns already in 
the law ag ainst release o f reco rds o f 
p hy sical o r p sy chiatric ex aminatio ns, 
ado p tio n, p ro batio n, and p aro le 
p ro ceeding s, o r info rmatio n which 
federal law limits.

TOKYO (AP) — Takeo Fu ku da, the 
wealthy 71-y ear-o ld leader o f o ne o f the 
UberalDemo cratic p arty ’s big fac­ 
tio ns, was named p resident o f the 
ru ling co nserv ativ e p arty to day , 
making him almo st certain to be 
cho sen p rime minister at a sp ecial 
sessio n o f p arliament Friday . 
Fu ku da, a lo ng time asp irant to the 
g o v ernment’s to p p o st, was cho sen by 
acclamatio n at a meeting o f all 
members o f the p arty in the Diet, 
Jap an’s p arliament. He was the o nly 
candidate to su cceed Prime Minister 
Takeo Miki, 69 , who is resig ning 
becau se o f the LiberalDemo crats’ 
setback in the p arliamentary electio ns 
Dec. 5. 
At a news co nference fo llo wing his 
selectio n, Fu ku da ado p ted all the 
majo r p o licies o f his p redecesso r. He 
said his fo reig n p o licy wo u ld be o ne o f 
“co ntinu ity ,” he wo u ld wo rk to end 
factio nalism within his p arty and 
wo u ld refo rm its fu ndraising sy stem, 
and he wo u ld carry thro u g h the in­ 
v estig atio n into the Lo ckheed scandal. 
He was ex p ected to co mp lete his 
cabinet by the weekend. It 'was 
believ ed that the imp o rtant p o st o f 
p arty secretary -g eneral wo u ld g o to 
Finance Minister Masay o shi Ohira, 
ano ther lo ng time co ntender who wo u ld 
then be in line to su cceed Fu ku da. He 
is 6 6 , fiv e y ears y o u ng er. 
Fu ku da, a g radu ate o f the g o v ern­ 
ment bu reau cracy and a financial and 
eco no mic ex p ert, entered p o litics in 
1952. He has been elected to the lo wer 
ho u se o f the Diet nine times and has 
held a nu mber o f cabinet p o sts.

New Housing Law Candlelight Services Are Planned 
Pushed By Rhodes 
After Court Ruling 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes has called on the 
upcoming session of the legislature to 
move promptly on a constitutional 
amendment that would validate a 
sidetracked housing program for low 
and moderate income families. 
Rhodes' request came on Wed­ 
nesday after the Ohio Supreme Court 
struck down a 1974 law that sought to 
pledge the faith and credit of the state 
on 
bonds 
for 
private 
housing 
developers. 
The court, in a unanimous decision, 
said the envisioned plan for the state to 
issue self-retiring revenue bonds runs 
afoul of the Ohio Constitution. It en­ 
joined the Ohio Housing Development 
Board from issuing such bonds in a 
"friendly” court case instigated early 
last summer by Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown. 
William A. Losoncy, the board's 
executive director, said the decision 
stops far short of putting it out of 
business. 
He said it still has responsibilities for 
adm inistering 
federal 
housing 
programs in Ohio. The board also is 
free to proceed with other duties such 
as guaranteeing loans and seed money 
for bonds issued by nonprofit housing 
enterprises, he pointed out. 
Rep. Edward F. Feighan, D-8 
Cleveland, who sponsored the stricken 
law, said he intends to introduce a 
constitutional amendment which he 
hopes will go before voters in the June 
1977 primary. "That appears to be the 
only avenue left,” he said. 
The governor blamed the previous 
Democratic administration of Gov. 
John J. Gilligan for failing to give the 
state "a viable housing program." He 
said the delay "has cost Ohio several 


hundred million dollars in potential 
federal housing dollars." However, 
Ohio's voters nixed a Rhodes solution 
more than a year ago 


The Feighan bill was enacted as an 
emergency measure with bipartisan 
support at a special legislative session 
called by Gilligan Dec. J, 1974, five 
weeks before the Democrat left office. 
It received 73-15 bipartisan approval in 
the 99-member House and a 27-2 roll 
call in the 33-member Senate. 


Feighan recalled that questions as to 
the bill’s constitutionality were raised 
even before its enactment. He called 
Wednesday's decision "not a total 
surprise." 
But the Cuyahoga County lawmaker 
said the doubt was such that a 
majority of the members of the 
legislature felt it should be pig to a 
court test. Brown’s Supreme Court 
action was initiated at the request of 
Feighan and other sponsors. 
Rhodes, in early 1975, submitted a 
constitutional amendment package to 
the legislature as part of a plan to 
make Ohio "depression proof," but 
refused to accept legislative changes. 
Eventually, he circulated petitions to 
place his four amendments on the 
November 1975 ballot and had them all 
defeated by overwhelming majorities. 
One of the four amendments dealt with 
housing and would have validated the 
Feighan legislation. 
The vote against the housing 
amendment was 1,864,655 against to 
861,481, and its margin of defeat was 
small compared to the other three 
proposals which sought to raise sales 
and gasoline taxes to back about 14.1 
billion in state bond issues. They lost 
by margins up to 5-1. 
Inform ation Rights 
Backed In Decision 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A state 
Supreme Court decision affirming the 
public’s right to inspect Bureau of 
Motor Vehicle records indicates the 
court believes almost all government 
books should be open to Ohio citizens. 
Although the ruling Wednesday 
referred specifically to a right to in­ 
formation suit brought by a newspaper 
to gain access to driver’s license 
records, the opinion raised broader 
implications. 
For instance, the justices cited a 1960 
high court ruling in a BMV case, which 
said: "The rule in Ohio is that public 
records are the people’s records, and 
that the officials in whose custody they 
happen to be, are merely trustees for 
the people.” 


Chief Justice C. William O’Neill also 
cited statutory law providing that 
"public record means any record 
required to be kept by any govern­ 
m ental unit... . And...All public 
records shall be open at all reasonable 
times for inspection.”

Form er BMV R egistrar Curtis 
Andrews, who sought to deny the 
Akron Beacon Journal access to 
driver’s license records, contended the 
privacy statute was in "direct con­ 
flict” with open records provisions. 
The court said there was no merit in 
the argument since the privacy 
legislation does not become law until 
Jan. I, 1977. 
But the new law will clearly limit the 
release of personal information by the 
extensive network of computerized 
state and local government records 
systems. 
It creates an Ohio Personal Infor­ 
mation Control Board to require 
government systems to give public 
notice of their existence, and to 
establish guidelines for release of 
information. 
Personal information as defined by 
the new law, means "any information 
that describes anything about a person 
or indicates actions done by or to a 
person, or indicates that a person 
possesses certain personal charac5 
teristics 
” 
The Supreme Court in the newspaper 
decision noted restrictions already in 
the law against release of records of 
physical or psychiatric examinations, 
adoption, probation, and parole 
proceedings, or information which 
federal law limits. 
The newspaper wanted to look at 
computer print-outs of violation points 
on driver’s licenses to determine 
whether Andrews had taken steps to 
revoke licenses when motorists ac­ 
cumulated points over the maximum 
allowed. 
"All documents in the possession of 
the Registrar of Motor Vehicles, in­ 
cluding all abstracts of records 
required to be received by, and 
m aintained by the registrar...are 
public records and shall be kept open 
at all reasonable times for inspection,” 
the justices said.

Fukuda 
Takes Over 
In Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — Takeo Fukuda, the 
wealthy 71-year-old leader of one of the 
LiberalDemocratic party’s big fac­ 
tions, was named president of the 
ruling conservative party today, 
making him almost certain to be 
chosen prime minister at a special 
session of parliament Friday. 
Fukuda, a longtime aspirant to the 
government’s top post, was chosen by 
acclamation at a meeting of all 
members of the party in the Diet, 
Japan’s parliament. He was the only 
candidate to succeed Prime Minister 
Takeo Miki, 69, who is resigning 
because of the LiberalDemocrats’ 
setback in the parliamentary elections 
Dec. 5. 
At a news conference following his 
selection, Fukuda adopted all the 
major policies of his predecessor. He 
said his foreign policy would be one of 
"continuity,” he would work to end 
factionalism within his party and 
would reform its fundraising system, 
and he would carry through the in­ 
vestigation into the Lockheed scandal. 
He was expected to complete his 
cabinet by the weekend. It ’was 
believed that the important post of 
party secretary-general would go to 
Finance Minister Masayoshi Ohira, 
another longtime contender who would 
then be in line to succeed Fukuda. He 
is 66, five years younger. 
Fukuda, a graduate of the govern­ 
ment bureaucracy and a financial and 
economic expert, entered politics in 
1952. He has been elected to the lower 
house of the Diet nine times and has 
held a number of cabinet posts. 


Bicentennial River Crossing Set 


WASHINGTON CROSSING, Pa. 
(AP) — America’s Bicentennial is 
running out. Its last hurrah may come 
Christmas Day when a band of long- 
johned compatriots re-enact George 
Washington’s crossing of the Delaware 
200 years ago. 
Some 15,000 persons are expected to 
watch. 
George Washington will be played by 
St. John Terrell, a onetime theater 
producer from Lambertsville, N.J. 
For the first time, there will be two 
crossings in the four replica Durham 
boats to accommodate the overflow of 
history buffs in this Bicentennial year. 
If the wind is right, the 1,000 loyal 
souls who will re-enact the crossing 
here will shiver a bit. But they’ll leave 
no bloody footprints in the snow. 
Those and other horrors of this 
country’s first war unfolded in 1776 at 
the camp beneath Bowman’s Hill, 
during a time when lice were a 
soldier’s solace, for if he felt them 
move he knew he was still alive. 
Here is how it was on that blustery 
night of Dec. 25, 1776: 
George Washington’s troops stare at 
the ice chunks bobbing in the Delaware 
River. 
Watchword for the attempted 
crossing is “Victory or Death,” a 
chancy battle cry for a man dogged by 
defeat. The battles of Long Island, 
Fort Washington, Fort I^ee are still 
fresh thoughts, 5,000 Americans lost in 
the past three months. 
The pudgy general, who as a major 
in the French and Indian War once 
attempted to cross another ice-choked 
river, the Allegheny, and fell in, prays. 
Pneumonia and dysentery are 
rampant. Desertions increase, sun­ 
shine patriots shucking ideals for a 


roof. Vermin scurry over the quivering 
bodies of the remaining 2,388 men, 
some little more than boys defying a 
king. 
In England it is believed the war is 
over. 
The rest of Europe gives 
America little chance of victory. 
It seems preposterous that this 
pitiful band of revolutionists can 
mount any sort of offensive against the 
mighty Redcoats and Hessian mer­ 
cenaries who chased them across New 
Jersey.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Persons in 
fou r major cities may soon be making 
block-to-block hops aboard special 
"people mov ers” as part of a federal 
stu dy to see if mini-transit sy stems can 
bring central city areas back to life. 
Althou gh basic designs are not 
completed, the downtown people 
mov ers are likened to simple, compact 
sy stems already in u se at some air­ 
ports and amu sement parks. 
Secretary of Transportation William 
T. Coleman Jr., annou nced Wednesday 
that the fou r cities to receiv e federal 
grants for testing the people mov er 
projects are Clev eland, 841 million; 
Hou ston, 833 million; St. Pau l, 845 
million, and Los Angeles, 8100 million. 
Los Angeles also will get another 825 
million from federal highway fu nds for 
parking and highway access su pport 
for the downtown people mov ers. 
The fou r cities competed with sev en 
others for the Urban Mass Trans­ 
portation Administration fu nds. 
In addition, the secretary said the 
mass transit agency will fu nd Detroit’s 
people mov er sy stem as part of a 8600- 
million transit commitment to that 
city annou nced last October. 
Moreov er, 
Coleman 
said 
the 
Transportation Department wou ld 
commit u p to $600 million for Miami’s 
rapid transit sy stem. If that city 
chooses, some of that money cou ld go 
for a demonstration people mov er 
project. 
"It’s a fact that the priv ate motor 
v ehicle req u ires approx imately 15 
times more space per passenger than 
pu blic transit,” Coleman told a news 
conference. "We cannot afford to giv e 
ov er ou r city 
centers to the

Ohio Housing 
Law Void ed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 19 74 
law that enabled the state to back 
rev enue bonds for the construction of 
low and moderate income housing was 
struck down today by the Supreme 
Court. 
, 
The decision could hav e far reaching 
implications on efforts by the state to 
finance 
not 
only 
housing 
im­ 
prov ements, but other capital facilities 
such as railroads and public office 
buildings 
In a unanimous decision, the sev en- 
member court said the 19 74 law runs 
afoul of constitutional prohibitions 
against the state using its credit to as­ 
sist priv ate corporations or in­ 
div iduals. 
The bill was passed as an emergency 
act on Dec. 3,19 7 4, in the waning day s 
of the administration of former Demo­ 
cratic Gov . J ohn J . Gilligan. 
Enactment came at a special 
legislativ e session to deal with what 
the former gov ernor called a housing 
crisis. 
Howev er, 
ev en 
then, 
legal 
spokesmen around the state warned 
that the statute v iolated Section 4, 
Article VIII of the Ohio Constitution. 
The court noted that the section say s 
in part, “ The credit of the state shall 
not, in any manner, be giv en or loaned 
to, or in aid of, any indiv idual associ­ 
ation or corporation whatev er...” 
The attorney general subsequently 
challenged the authority of the sev en- 
member Ohio Housing Dev elopment 
Board when it ratified an agreement 
by which the board would issue 
$10,115,000 in rev enue bonds for two 


priv ate dev elopers. 
The agreement said that the bonds 
would be secured with federal funds 
av ailable to Ohio from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Dev elopment. 
In the so-called quo warranto action, 
which went directly to the Sup. erne 
Court, the board maintained that the 
bonds were legal under other con­ 
stitutional language designed to 
“ improv e the economic welfare of the 
people.” 
Howev er, the Supreme Court said 
the 
language 
referred 
to 
was 
“ prefatory and must be ev oluted in 
light of the specific thrust of the 
prov ision that the ex cepted state credit 
be 
for 
industry , 
commerce, 
distribution, and research.” 
The opinion said that the issuance of 
the bonds are not directly related to 
those specific purposes enumerated 
elsewhere in the constitution and 
“ must fail.” 
“ To hold otherwise would render 
ineffectiv e the prov isions of Section 4, 
Article VIII. Further, this court 
rejects (the) argument that moderate 
and low cost housing is related to in­ 
dustry and commerce to such an ex ­ 
tent as to fall within either of those two 
consitutionally -designated 
categor­ 
ies.” 
The decision could hav e direct ef­ 
fects on efforts by the state to subsidize 
Ohio’s rundown rail sy stems and state 
office buildings. Legislation now 
pending or being implemented dited 
sections of the 19 74 law as the basis for 
such authority .

Agriculture Department has proposed 
further new rules designed to carry out 
a new law passed by Congress this 
y ear to insure that farmers and ranch­ 
ers will be paid promptly for liv estock 
they sell to meat packers. 
Officials said the latest proposal, 
officially published today , basically 
requires “ that pay ment for liv estock 
purchased on a cash basis must be 
made by the close of the nex t business 
day .” 
The proposal, a first step in the 
gov ernment rule-making process, was 
designed to implement amendments to 
the Packers and Stocky ards Act, 
which went into effect Sept. 13. 
“ If the seller or his representativ e is 
not present to accept pay ment at the 
place of transfer of possession of the 
liv estock, the purchaser must either 
wire transfer funds or place a check in 
the mail,” the department said. 
Congress tightened the 55-y ear-old 
law following y ears of complaints by 
producers about pay ment procedures 
of packing companies and other 
buy ers, including outright 
non­ 
pay ments as well as delay s. 
On Dec. 7 , USDA’s Packers and 
Stocky ards Administration adopted 
new rules requiring larger packing 
plants to post bonds as guarantees that 
they are prepared to pay producers for 
liv estock. Those rules will be effectiv e 
on Feb. 7. 
The proposal announced today is the 
second step in formal rule-making to 
carry out the amendments and further 
proposals may be forthcoming, an 
agency spokesman said. 
The department said public com­ 
ments on today ’s proposal will be 
accepted in writing until Feb. 20,19 7 7 , 
and can be sent to the Hearing Clerk, 
USDA, Washington, D.C., 20250.

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. (AP) - 
Student enrollment in the College of 
Agriculture at the Pennsy lv ania State 
Univ ersity for the fall semester totaled 
3,6 50, an all-time record for the 
college.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State aid 
has by far outstripped local tax 
rev enues ov er the last six y ears in six 
closed Ohio school districts, the Ohio 
Public Ex penditures Council reports.

Ex cept for last y ear when the new 
equal y ield state aid formula took 
effect, the per pupil

The bill was passed as an emergency 
act on Dec. 3, 1974, in the waning days 
of the administration of former Demo­ 
cratic Gov. John J. Gilligan 
Enactment came at a special 
legislative session to deal with what 
the former governor called a housing 
crisis.

legal 
spokesmen around the state warned 
that the .statute violated Section 4, 
Article VHI of the Ohio Constitution. 
The court noted that the section says 
in part, “The credit of the .state shall 
not, In any manner, be given or loaned 
to, or in aid of, any individual associ­ 
ation or corporation whatever..." 
The attorney general subsequently 
challenged the authority of the seven-

Smoke Detectors

NEW YORK - The death Dy are last 
week of actor Jack Cassidy came as a 
p ersonal shock. I didn’t know Cassidy 
well Interviewed him twice, and used 
to meet him Christmas shop p ing in the 
neighb orhood stores near my home 
with his then-wife Shirley Jones. One 
Christmas three y ears ago, he b ought 
her an ex quisite hand-made little 
music b ox carousel for 11.200 • a 
reminder of her starring role in the 
film, “Carousel.” He was a man who 
seemed, more than any other I've 
seen, to b e fairly dazzling with life. 
More than 6,50© Americans die from 
fires in their homes every y ear, almost 
all of them while sleep ing. But when 
y ou don’t know the p eop le, they are 
only p art of a statistic too awesome to 
think ab out. It is inconceivab le, when 
y ou know a victim, to visualize his 
death b y holocaust. 
Our son, Jon, who had seen Jack 
Cassidy in the neighb orhood as well as 
on TV, shared my sudden and p ainful 
awareness. ‘‘If he’d had a heart at­ 
tack, it would b e b ad,” Jon said, “b ut 
dy ing in a fire must b e the most 
terrib le death of all.” 
By coincidence, a few day s b efore 
Cassidy ’s tragedy , I received a letter 
from Charles Evans, urging the giving 
of fire-detection units as Christmas 
gifts this y ear. He wrote that “ until 
every home, every family , every child 
is p rotected b y the alway s-p ossib le and 
never-forgotten horror of the un­ 
detected fire, we cannot rest. Why 
don’t y ou p ut smoke and fire detection 
units on top of y our Christmas list. In 
fact, why don’t y ou send them early , 
ex p laining that it’s a gift y ou want 
tha n to op en b efore Christmas." 
Charles Evans is the b rother of Bob 
E vans, 
the 
indep endent 
movie 
p roducer, and the founder of the 
sp ortswear firm, Evan-Picone. 
A coup le of y ears ago, Charles 
E v an s' estranged wife and two 
children died in a fire in their home. 
According to a friend, Charles was not 
only sickened and b ereaved, he was 
outraged. “ Evans has a p ersonal 
vendetta against fires,” say s an ad­ 
m irer. “ He’s devoting all his energy to 
the cause.” 
E vans has form ed a nonp rofit 
organization titled “Crusade for Fire

Male impotence is a serious factor in 
the emotional makeup of those who are 
handicapped by it. Typical of the 
dozens of letters that I receive is this 
one, which outlines the magnitude of 
the problem: 
"I am 44 years old and have been 
divorced for eight years. The divorce 
was a painful one. For the past eight 
years I have been afraid to make 
meaningful contacts with women. 
"I have now found someone I wish to 
marry, but cannot do so because of my 
fearful dread of being impotent. 
"Are there any operations that can 
be performed to give me another 
chance at a normal life?" 
Mr. H. C. S., Wash. 
Dear Mr. S.: 
The impact of a divorce may affect 
the emotional competence of a person 
to a point where potency is tem­ 
porarily impaired. 
When there is no obvious organic 
disease, before entertaining a surgical 
approach to impotence, specialists in 
the field make many psychological 
evaluations as part of a screening 
process. Concentrated psychotherapy 
is undertaken. 
A complete evaluation of the social 
structure is made. Marital dishar­ 
mony and emotional conflicts are 
examined in an effort to pin-point 
possible psychological reasons for 
impotence. 
When all of these have been 
exhausted, and no benefit accrues to 
the patient, then the possibility of a 
surgical approach to this problem is 
considered. 
At the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., and in other major hospitals in 


the United States, the surgical 
management for impotence is being 
carefully studied. 
A number of operations have bean 
designed, using an inflatable plastic 
penis as an implant. 
The results of the implantation have 
been most satisfactory in a sizable 
number of patients. A recent report 
from the Mayo Clinic states, “The 
inflatable penile prosthesis has thus 
far proved to be a highly satisfactory 
method of treating organic impotence. 
Our experience has been limited to 
patients considered to have organic 
impotence. 
"Through careful patient screening 
and the cooperative efforts of a 
psychiatrist we have been able to 
avoid implanting the device with 
patients of deep-seated emotional 
problems." 
A great many modifications of the 
surgical technique are being made. A 
team of engineers and surgeons is now 
perfecting the devices that will 
eventually make a great contribution 
to the problem of male importance.

Chiaramonte said state highway 
patrolmen will be on hand to enforce 
proper driving speeds, apprehend 
drinking drivers and offer assistance 
where needed.

Dayton Gun 
Law Upheld 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Dayton 
city gun control ordinance was upheld 
today by the Supreme Court which dis­ 
allowed a constitutional challenge 
from a sportsmen’s club. 
The ordinance, enacted on July I, 
1975, requires handgun owners to have 
an identification card issued by the 
city. 
The law was challenged by Edward 
H. Mosher Sr., and the Ohio Sport­ 
smen’s Alliance. 
In a 6-1 decision, the court said: 
“Reasonable gun control legislation is 
within the police power of a legislative 
body to enact. 
Although 
such 
restriction imposes a restraint or 
burden upon the individual, the in­ 
terest of the governmental unit is, on 
balance, manifestly paramount.” 
In his dissent, J ast ice Frank D. 
Celebrezze said the city law limited the 
bearing of arms and therefore went 
beyond local home rule authority 
allowed by the Ohio Constitution. 
Celebrezze also said the ordinance 
conflicted with state law by barring 
those convicted of drunkenness from 
obtaining a handgun identification 
card within one year of the conviction. 
In limiting gun ownership, the state 
rules out a “chronic alcoholic,” but 
makes no reference to a mere con­ 
viction for intoxication.

The final syndicated program 
starring the Canadian-born emcee and 
actor was videotaped at the Hilton 
Hotel here Wednesday night. Connie 
Busse of I .as Vegas won two cars 
worth $12,000 in the “Big Deal,” and 
there were no "zonks" — the booby 
prizes like live pigs or old socks for 
which the 14-year-old show is famous. 
At a quiet backstage party for cast 
and crew afterwards, Hall said he 
never got a hostile reaction from his 
contestants, who had to dress in 
outlandish outfits to be picked for the 
show. 
"That’s the love of 
it,” 
Hall 
declared. “The beautiful part about 
the show is that the people have always 
been so darned decent and so warm. 
“ And underneath those crazy 
costumes, there is a real slice of 
America,” he said. "They’ve been 
very decent with me, and have shown 
me an awful lot of love. 
“In 3,800 shows, never once have we 
had to edit a show because of a reac­ 
tion from a contestant — physically or 
orally. The person has never hurled an 
expletive when they’ve lost a car, and 
got a pig, or anything like that.”

Intangibles 
Tax Rapped 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Hamilton County lawmaker plans 
another attempt next year to repeal 
Ohio’s intangibles tax on investments, 
such as stock and bonds. 
“The Ohio intangibles tax is unfair, 
discriminatory 
and 
should 
be 
repealed,” Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 
Cincinnati said Tuesday. “There is no 
justification to tax one person’s in­ 
come differently than another person’s 
income.” 
As an example, Aronoff said a 
married couple, with each partner 65 
years old and an income of 89,000 a 
year would pay no personal income 
tax; but the same couple would pay a 
tax of $450, if the income were derived 
from stock. 
The Cincinnati attorney said the five 
per cent levy discriminated against 
senior citizens on fixed incomes “to the 
tune of 820 million to 830 million per 
year.” 
The tax was enacted in 1932 as a 
funding source for state libraries. 
Aronoff said his bill, the third he has 
drafted on the subject, would set up a 
library replacement fund, guaran­ 
teeing that libraries would get at least 
as much money as is provided by the 
tax.

Newsday said in a story in Monday’s 
paper that information released by the 
Army showed the tests ended when a 
bacterian, Serratis marcescens, was 
released in the New York Qty subway 
system. 
In addition to the New York test, the 
tang Island newspaper said, the Army 
confirmed simulated attacks in Key 
West and Panama City, Fla., and San 
Francisco and at Point Mugu and Port 
Hueneme, Calif.; Ft. McClellan, Ala., 
and a Navy facility near Mechanics­ 
burg, Pa. 
Newsday said one man — a hospital 
patient — died after the 1960 test in San 
Francisco and that death was caused 
by Serratia that found its way into his 
bloodstream. 
It said Ute Army continued to use the 
bacterium despite the death because, 
according to unnamed sources, it was 
believed to be harmless and was easily 
traceable. 
Quoting unnamed sources and 
documents, the newspaper said that 
following the 1952 test at Ft. 
McClellan, the number of pneumonia 
cases more than doubled in the 
surrounding county. It said there also 
was an increase in pneumonia deaths 
in the Key West area after the test 
there and added that Serratia has been 
identified as a rare cause of penu- 
monia. 
In the Mechanicsburg test, Newsday 
said, the Army used Aspergillus 
fungiatus, a fungus which it says can 
be fatal to humans. 
Newsday said the Army released 
some information about the tests 
following a story in the newspaper last 
month on the San Francisco incident 
and death. 
The information released by the

to brief top military officers, Newsday 
said.

VAIL, COLO. (AP) - Relaxing in 
this Colorado Rockies resort and 
looking forward to a new home in 
California, First Lady Betty Ford 
seems almost relieved that her 
husband lost the presidential election. 
While the President skied on the 
scarce slopes of Vail Mountain 
Tuesday, Mrs. Ford strolled through 
Vail Village doing some last-mimAe 
Christmas shopping and chatting in­ 
formally with reporters. 
Asked if Ford had put the disap­ 
pointment of his loss to president-elect 
Carter behind him, she mid he had, 
and that skiing was doing wonders for 
him. 
"We did very well,” she said of the 
election. "We came from way behind 
and we almost made it.” 
Then she added with a smile, 
"Thank goodness we didn’t.” 
Before she could be asked for an 
explanation, she disappeared into a ski 
shop. 
Being First I^ady has been hard on 
Mrs. Ford, who suffers from an ar­ 
thritis condition in her neck and 
shoulders. A month after Ford became 
president in 1974 she underwent breast 
surgery for cancer and Just recently 
completed an extensive series of 
chemotherapy treatments. 
In a pre-election interview, she was 
asked if she would be disappointed if 
Ford lost and replied: "I wouldn’t be 
brokenhearted. I would get my hus­ 
band back.” 
Mrs. Ford also told reporters 
Tuesday, “It’s a very good guess" that 
the couple will make their home in 
California next year, either in Palm 
Springs or Palm Desert. 
Both have "a lot of golf courses,” she 
said, noting that is the President’s 
favorite sport. The desert climate also 
would be good for her arthritis, she 
said. 
Mrs. Ford also indicated her 
husband will have at least a part-time 
teaching job next year. She said he had 
had many offers from colleges, in­ 
cluding his alma mater, the University 
of Michigan, to become a visiting 
professor. 
The Fords arrived here Sunday for a 
two-week holiday vacation.

Peters doesn't paint any of the toys

Instead of finishing them, the kids 
use their imagination as to what colors 
they are, and I have more time to 
make more toys,” he explained The 
children use their imaginations as to 
what the toys are and this seems to add 
to the value of them. If they want, they 
or their parents could paint them but it 
isn’t necessary. 
For Peters, it is a hobby that takes a 
lot of time and a lot of work. He said 
that at last count he had made 109 toys 
this year.

Christmas is a time of gift giving and 
this act of good will toward men takes 
on special significance to those who 
are involved with the unfortunates who 
must spend their holiday season in the 
hospital. 
It is the delight and the sparkle 
expressed in the eyes of the children 
that provides all the motivation 
Richard Peters needs for his special 
holiday project. 
Peters, an Ashville area resident 
retired five years ago following an 
engineering career that spanned 37 
years. 
As a hobby, he began making toys in 
his spare time and then donated them 
to children in Berger Hospital and the 
Ross County Medical Center. 
Peters makes most of these toys in 
the summer when it is warm enough to 
work in the red-brick shop just behind 
the house. 
All his toys are made out of wood and 
are nearly all different. He makes 
cars, trucks, tractors, locomotives, 
airplanes and jet airplanes of assorted 
shapes and sizes. 
“Most of the wood in these toys is 
hemlock,” Peters said. “It is not as 
good as pine, but it is almost all that’s 
available. I would rather use pine. 
“I go around to the housing projects 
and gather up scrap lumber, two-by- 
fours, two-by-sixes, two-by-eights, 
whatever I can find. Most of this 
construction material nowadays is 
hemlock.” 
Peters said, “I make the toys ac­ 
cording to the mood I’m in. I make 
trucks for a while and then turn out 
wheels for two or three days.” 
The wheels, which have perfectly 
round edges are not turned out on a 
lathe. “I use a hole saw, take the core 
that is cut out, chuck it up in an arbor 
and round off the edges. I smooth the 
edges with a disk sander or hand 
sander” he explained. 


Peters uses a saw to cut out the toys 
in basic shapes. About the only pur­ 
chase he makes are dowel rods to 
connect the wheels to the toy. The 
wheels actually turn, which adds to the 
attractiveness of the toy. 
“I don’t use nails for fear of children 
hurting themselves. They’re all glued

together,” he said. 
But, the wooden toys, which suggest 
yesteryear Christmases gone by, when 
all the toys children received were 
made from wood, look quite rugged in 
construction. They will probably last 
longer than some of the plastic toys 
that are easily broken that children

Nearly 50 record low temperatures 
were set around the state the last four 
months of the year and many sections 
of Ohio shivered through the coldest 
November in history. 
Ohioans were fortunate, however, 
that the most memorable weather of 
the year was cold instead of violent. 
While the state had its share of wind 
and heavy storms, the death toll was 
low at four, said the National Weather 
Service (NWS). Two men drowned 
when their boats capsized in separate 
storms, one man was killed when a 
tree was blown over on his car by wind 
and a teenager was struck by light­ 
ning. 
In terms of dollar loss, the worst 
storms of 1976 occurred July 10 and 11 
when tornadoes, strong winds and 
flooding hit northeastern and eastern 
counties. The NWS listed damage at 
more than $5 million each day. Four 
other storms during the year were put 
in the $500,000 to $5 million damage 
category by the NWS. 
The year got off to a frigid start with 
Columbus, Toledo and Youngstown 
setting records in early January—all 
below zero. After that, March and June 
were the only months in which record 
low temperatures were not set in the 
state. 
By November, the state’s average 
temperature for the month was in the 
low 
30s, 
making 
it 
the 
coldest 
November on record for all reporting 
points except Cleveland, where it was 
second coldest. 
The last half of October saw 17 
record lows around the state and the 
first major snowfall of the season. 
Seven inches of snow fell in southern 
Ashtabula County on Oct. 21 and the

On the sunny side, the leap year 
brought a pleasant midwinter respite 
with the warmest Feb. 29 ever.

Most of Ohio had the 
eighth warmest February ever.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Unem­ 
ployment in Ohio decreased 1.6 per 
cent, factory workers increased their 
weekly salaries by 127, and their work 
week 
by

between 
November 1975 and November 1976, 
the Ohio Bureau of Employment 
Services reported. 
The unemployment rate decreased 
from 8.2 per cent to 6.6 per cent of the 
civilian labor force, the bureau said 
Wednesday, and total employment ad­ 
vanced Ll per cent, due to a 1.4 per 
cent gain in nonagricultural wage and 
salary Jobs. 
However, unemployment in Ohio 
increased .3 per cent In November, the 
BES said. 
The figure climbed to 309,000 
compared to 297,000 in October, BES 
reported. 
However, average weekly earnings 
of production workers in Ohio factories 
jumped $11 from October, to a record 
1263 in November. The average work 
week increased .9 hours to 41.8. 
The agency said the largest in­ 
creases in hours and earnings oc­ 
curred in industries recovering from 
labor-management disputes including 
electric lighting equipment, motor 
vehicles, iron castings and metal 
stampings. Overtime declined sharply 
in production of petroleum products 
and paperboard containers.

No Sm oking Policy Approved 
By Berger Hospital Board 


At the regular meeting of the Berger 
Hospital Board of Governors Wed­ 
nesday evening, a smoking policy was 
adopted by the board It conforms with 
the new Ohio law which requires that 
no smoking areas be provided 
The policy baas smokers from 
specified parts of the hospital. In­ 
cluding visitor smoking in all patient 
areas Certain patient rooms will be 
designated for smokers who are alert 
and attended The policy will go into 
effect Jan. I. 
.Smoking will be allowed In waiting 
rooms, the lobby, dining area and 
certain offices .Smoking will not be 
permitted in the corridors, elevators, 
surgery, recovery room, respiratory 
therapy, physical therapy, emergency 
rooms, laboratory. X-ray and any area 
where oxygen and gases are used 
When a patient is admitted, a letter 
to this effect will be presented. Every 
effort will be made to separate 
smokers from non-smokers. 
Also during the board meeting.

Rideout, 
hospital 
ad­ 
ministrator. told the board that the 
Joint Commission on accreditation of 
hospitals has approved the building for 
a one year period The safety and 
sanitation list of 43 items in the letter 
given to board members are new rules 
and routine changes that must be 
made Rideout brought to the board's 
attention the major factors affecting 
the accreditation rating 
The main points mentioned in this 
section for change is the building

minimum construction standards, the 
failure to meet medical audit 
requirements, and safety hazards 
including lack of open stairways, lack 
of two exits per fire section and the 
lack of an electrically supervised, 
manually operated fire alarm system 
throughout the facility.

irregularities will be changed with the 
new facility but until that time, the 
necessary changes will be made. He 
also noted that the faults are in the 1929 
and 1952 buildings, not the ancillary 
wing just constructed.

The holiday feeling, which is 
abundant elsewhere in the world, 
seems to be infused with a special 
meaning in this important Holy !>and 
cty Nowhere is Christmas celebrated 
with more fervor and true Christian 
spirit 
This feeling about Bethlehem is 
shared by Christians around the world, 
many of whom pick the holiday season 
for a visit This year many thousands 
of Christian tourists will experience 
Bethlehem during the Christmas 
season 
They come to witness 
ceremonies and cele br at ions that have 
been held here each Christmas for 
centuries 
Christmas Eve ceremonies for the 
“ Western” churches traditionally 
begin at I p m on December 24 when a 
pilgrimage of clergymen sets out from 
Jerusalem. IO miles to the north. As 
the procession reaches Bethlehem, it is 
joined by thousands of members of 
religious and youth organizations, and 
begins to weave its way through 
Bethlehem's narrow streets to Manger 
Square 
In the evening, the midnight 
ceremonies at the Church of the 


Nativity draw thousands of tourists, 
most of whom must watch the services 
outside on closed circuit television, 
since the church can accommodate 
only 800 invited guests And this is only 
the first of the Christmas 
Eve 
celebrations. A similar scene is 
repeated on Jan 
8. the '‘Greek” 
Christmas, 
and 
Jan. 
18, 
the 
“Armenia'' Christmas. 
Founded over 3.500 years ago by an 
Israelite clan descended from Judah, 
Bethlehem is one of the oldest cities in 
the 
Holy 
I And 
and of central 
significance to both Christianity and 
Judaism. The translation of the 
Hebrew name. Bethlehem, is “House 
of Bread," a reference to the fertile 
valleys and rich olive groves which 
surrounded the city before the time of 
Christ and still remain today. 
The Bible tells us much about an­ 
cient Bethlehem. The city was the 
birthplace of David, the great grand­ 
son of Ruth and second king of Israel. 
Today the fields outside the city are 
little changed from the day when 
David, as a shepherd boy, tended 
them 
It was at an entrance to Bethlehem 
that Jacob erected a pillar to mark the 
grave of his wife Rachel, who died in 
childbirth as she approached the city. 
Today a monument known as Rachel's 
Tomb stands at the gate of the city and 
draws thousands of pilgrims. 
According to the New Testament 
Book of Matthew, Joseph and Mary 
returned to Bethlehem at the time of 
the census ordered by Caesar

Augustus, and it was ere bi a manger 
that Jesus was bom. The ancient 
Basilica of the Nativity now rests upon 
what is believed to be the site of the 
manager, at the end of the thorough­ 
fare named Manger Street 
The Basilica has long been con­ 
sidered 
the 
oldest 
church 
in 
Christendom. A church was originally 
erected upon the site of Queen Helena, 
mother of Emperor Constantine in 325 
A.D. That church was destroyed in 500 
A.D., but portions of its elaborate 
mosaics are still visible in the present 
structure, erected over it only a few 
years later. The present church has 
the appearance of a citadel, reflecting 
the embattled history of the city. 
Christian tourists are also attracted 
to the Chapel of the Milk Grotto, Just a 
short distance from the Basilica. 
According to tradition, the Holy 
Family fled to Egypt shortly after the 
birth of Jesus, to escape Herod’s edict 
that all infants under two years of age 
be slain.

Angel appeared to 
shepherds tending their flocks and 
announced the birth of Jesus Also 
nearby is the Field of Ruth, where the 
idyll portrayed in the Old Testament 
Book of Ruth was enacted. Tourists 
also visit the room in St. Catherine's 
Church where St Jerome translated 
the Bible into latin, a work which is 
still the basis for all subsequent 
Catholic translations 
One attraction for Christian tourists 
in Bethlehem has become especially 
popular. Christians can buy Christmas 
cards and have them sent anywhere in 
the world with a Bethlehem postmark 
And if it is too late for the present 
Christmas, they can arrange for next 
year’s cards to be sent from the city.

A Festive Name 


Greeting Cards Have 
Colorful, Historic Sources

Each year researchers come up with 
m ore and m ore fascinating in­ 
form ation about the origins of 
Girt Amas and New Year greetings 
Greeting cards are usually made of 
Aiff paper or cardboard, but cloth, 
vellum , leather, celluloid, m etal, 
wood, clay, cork. and new materials 
have been added to their designs 
Cards and their messages vary in sire 
In 1929 an inscribed grain of rice was 
presented as a Christmas greeting to 
the Prince of Wales, and in 1924. 
President Calvin Coolidge received a 
QiriAmas card that measured 21 s 33 
inches! 
In ancient Egypt the New Year was 
celebrated by the exchange of sym­ 
bolic presents such as scent bottles and 
scarabs inscribed “an ab nab” (“all 
good luck"). The Romans exchanged 
Arenae, originally branches of laurel 
or olive, often coated with gold leaf. 
Symbols of seasonal good will, such as

a Roman lamp and the figure of Vic­ 
tory surrounded by siren ae. were 
combined on objects of baked clay, 
with the inscription 
“ Anno 
Novo 
faustum felix tibi sit" (“ May the New 
Year be happy and lucky for you"). 
The acknowledgement of the New 
Year with the exchanges of good will 
continued in Europe through the early 
days of Christianity 


In the 15th century, master wood 
engravers produced inscribed prints 
which had the same intent as the 
modem Christmas and New Year 
cards. One of these shows the Christ 
Child with halo, before a cross bolding 
a scroll on which appears “Bin gust 
selig tor" ("A good and happy year"). 
Dining the 19th and early lith cen­ 
turies. copper plate engravers were 
producing prints and calendars for the 
New Year and greetings by merchants 
and tradesmen were common 


Tender Loving Care 
For Thriving Poinsettias 


Do you know the origin of the lovely 
plant we have come to identify with 
Christmas7 These colorful plants were 
first introduced to America in 1825. by 
Joel Poinsett, then serving as our 
Ambassador to Mexico, who brought 
some 16 plants back to his South 
Carolina greenhouse He gave them to 
friends and botanists with greenhouses 
who nurtured them carefully 
Poinsettias moved out of doors in the 
early 
1900’s 
when 
a 
Swiss 
hor­ 
ticulturist, Albert Ecke, started to 
raise them in California for local 
holiday selling. Now we have come to 
enjoy poinsettias, not only at the 
Christmas holiday, bul all the year 
round as well. The most popular is the 
vivid red, but there are white, pink and 
marbled flowers as handsome and 
radiant. 
Poinsettias need specific care if they 
are to flourish, but that care is not 
really complicated. They are happiest 
kept at room temperature, near a 
window, in full daylight, but out of 
drafts. Water when the top soil feels 
dry to your touch, keeping the soil 
moist but not wet. 
If you decide to move your poinsettia 
outdoors for the summer, it will need 
cutting back to help it retain Its shape 
To encourage a shorter, fuller plant 
cut it back between the middle of July 
and the beginning of August, and 
repot in a pot one or two sizes larger 
than the original, and bring indoors 


again about labor Day. 
Poinsettias are photo-period sen­ 
sitive plants that flower in response to 
the length of the day. Ten hours of 
daylight and fourteen hours of 
darkness will start flowers on their 
way. hut the least glimmer of light 
during the dark hours will abort any 
flowering. 
From about October I to mid- 
December, the plant should be in 
complete darkness from sunset to 
sunup. It can be put into a closet, in a 
room that remains dark through those 
hours, or under a table that is skirted 
to the floor. If you have a large enough 
carton available up-end it over the 
poinsettia to keep light out. Unless the 
plant is kept in the dark it will not 
flower. 
The colorful bracts that develop 
from this period will be ample reward 
for your tender loving care, and will 
add much excitement to your holiday 
decor. 


Recognized as the first Christmas 
card is one designed in England by J. 
C Horsley, in 1843 for his friend Sir 
Henry Cole. An edition of 1.800 copies 
was placed on sale at Felix Sum­ 
merly’* Treasure House in london in 
1846 They were printed by lithography 
on stiff cardboard, in dark sepia m d 
hand colored. The design shows a 
family party in progress, beneath 
which is the greeting, “ A Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year to 
You.” 
A similar card was designed by W. 
M. Egley of london and produced as 
an etching in 1848 While this card is 
more elaborate, its design suggests a 
relationship to the Cole-Horsley card 
The same may be said of an American 
Christmas card of the same period, 
designed by R. H. Pease of Albany, 
N Y., which bore the inscription. 
Pease’s Great Variety Store in The 
Temple of Fancy." Sentiment cards 
were exchanged and collected in the 
United States from 1830 to the Civil 
War and many have survived . . . 
among them an “expanding heart" 
Christmas present or greeting card in 
purse form, dating from about 1869 
Today you can say Merry Christmas 
in Macedonian, Greek, Hungarian, m y 
one of 32 languages plus Braille There 
are greeting cards available in our 
polyglot nation in Polish. Spanish. 
Japanese, 
Arm enian, 
C roatian. 
Chinese, M acedonian, Portuguese, 
G reek, 
Swedish, 
Norwegian, 
Hungarian, I Jthuanian, to name Just a 
few. Distributed throughout the United 
Slates, many are produced in this 
country, others come from abroad 
It 
was 
noted 
by 
one 
of

m anufacturers of these Christmas 
cards, that whenever there is turmoil 
or a revolution in a foreign country, the 
sales in that language soar Since type 
faces 
in 
some 
languages 
are 
unavailable, m any of the exotic 
messages are photographed from the 
originals. In the case of some Chinese 
messages, a waiter in a Chinese 
restaurant who is also an artist, wrote 
the greetings on a piece of paper from 
which they were photographed m d 
reproduced.

in determining what he could and 
could not do, in creating a Christmas 
fantasy in this unique doll house. 
A different level of reality has been 
achieved and a set of dolls artfully 
designed 
to 
bring 
the 
house 
to 
sparkling life. It is the Stittheimers 
themselves, Florine and Ettie, Carrie 
and their mother, who are portrayed, 
and the house was decorated for 
Christmas as they might have done it 
in the mid-1920’s, and peopled with 
some of their illustrious friends. 
The Stittheimer House was made 
during the 1920’s by Carrie Walter 
i^ettheimer, one of three fabulous 
sisters who, with their mother “ ruled 
for almost a generation one of the 
acknowledged intellectual salons of 
our town.” (Henry McBride), 
Given to the museum 30 years ago, 
the doll house was the life-long project 
of this wealthy spinster. It has ad­ 
vanced decorating ideas, a miniature 
gallery, and as Mr. Noble suggests, 
almost ghostly glimpses into the life of 
the Stittheimer sisters. 
Florine Stettheimer was a self- 
taught painter and stage designer 
whose works were exhibited at The 
Museum of Modern Art, in the 1940’s 
after her death. Ettie Stettheimer 
wrote novels under the name of Henrie 
Waste. Carrie, long considered the 
least talented of the three sisters, 
created her fabulous doll house, 
putting together its elaborate fur­ 
nishings herself. Carrie Stettheimer 
created a diminutive world not unlike 
the one in which she lived . . . one of 
embroidered bed sheets, bedrooms 
lined in chintz, luxurious draperies, 
crystal chandeliers. 


Original petit point covers many of 
the chairs and also carpets the living 
room floor. 


All the miniature pieces have been 
faithfully reproduced. There are tiny 
bottles 
atop 
a 
dressing 
table, 
a 
bathroom scale of minute proportions, 
dishes and cutlery of microdimen­ 
sions, 
and 
would 
you 
believe, 
a 
working elevator! 
In 
the 
nursery 
which 
is 
ap­ 
propriately papered and furnished, 
there is a set of doll furniture that 
could fit in a nutshell. 


The house was filled with dolls of the 
Stettheimers and their friends, by Mr. 
Noble. The dolls were modeled from 
Florine’s paintings and dressed in 
authentic styles of the day. Among 
them are sculptor Gaston Lachaise, 
painter M arcel Duchamp, writer 
Henry 
M cBride, 
photographer 
Edward Steiehen, composer Virgil 
Thompson and other eminent per­ 
sonalities who frequented the salon. 
Some of the greatest literary and 
artistic figures of the 20’s and 30’s were 
part of the coterie attending the small 
formal dinner parties in the lavish 
apartment of Mrs. Stettheimer. 


The most remarkable feature of the 
doll house is its art gallery containing 
what has proved to be a choice 
collection of works by important ar­ 
tists 
of 
the 
period, 
all 
created 
especially for this mini-mansion. Of 
the many small original masterpieces, 
perhaps the 
most 
celebrated 
are 
Marcel Dunchamp’s miniature version 
of his “ Nude Descending a Staircase” 
and the alabaster “Venus” by Gaston 
Lachaise. 
The festive doll house, 
with its 


glittering ephemeral decorations and 
its soignee occupants, show a glimpse 
of a lifestyle now almost lost, a 
glimpse of people who have become 
legends.

Noble. The dolb were modeled from 
Florine’s paintings and dressed in 
authentic styles of the day. Among 
them are sculptor Gaston iTichaise, 
painter Marcel Duchamp, writer 
Henry 
McBride, 
photographer 
Edward Steichen, composer Virgil 
Thompson and other eminent per­ 
sonalities who frequented the salon. 
Some of the greatest literary and 
artistic figures of the 20’s and 30’s were 
part of the coterie attending the snail 
formal dinner parties in the lavish 
apartment of Mrs. Stettheimer. 


The most remarkable feature of the 
doll house is its art gallery containing 
what has proved to be a choice 
collection of works by important ar­

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - The 
world's heaviest Christmas tree, 
tipping the scales at over 56,000 
pounds, is located in the Crown Colter 
urban renewal complex here. 
The 86-foot, semi-artificial tree is 
actually a combination of white spruce 
branches fastened onto reinforced 
steel. The 80-foot steel trunk weighs 
20.000 pounds 
Hoops and brackets 
account for 7,700 pounds, branches for 
27.000 pounds, and lights and garlands 
for 2,000 pounds. 
After New Year’s, the branches are 
turned into mulch and chips for the 
city’s nature trails.

Rev. Kasco from Kingston and another 
preacher I didn't know took me aside 
and really gave me a working over,” 


he said. 
His wife died several months later, 
but that has not affected Hunt's love 
for his God and his fellow man.

John Calcott Horsley, a 
Royal Academy artist, created the 
card at the request of his friend. Henry 
Cole, whose bulging Christmas list 
called for a new approach.

Gordon Peltier urges 
Ohioans to Uke special precautions 
when decorating their homes 
The State Fire Marshal’s Office, a 
Division of the Commerce Depart 
meld. reports that Christmas trees, 
electrical equipment and open flames 
of candles and fireplaces present the 
greatest fire hazards To reduce the 
number of holiday fires in Ohio. Fire 
Marshal Terry E Drake developed the 
following guidelines 
When buying electrical lighting and 
other decorations, check that all 
electrical equipment is UL listed 
(Underwriters laboratory), lf lights 
are to be used outside, they should be 
approved 
and 
m anufactured 
specifically for exterior use in order to 
withstand the elements 
Also check 
last year’s electrical equipment to be 
certain none of the wiring is frayed or 
ezposed 
Use the proper size bulbs in your 
decorative lighting Test the lights and 
replace any burned out bulbs before 
putting them in some hard-to-reach 
spot on your tree Always turn lights 
off before you leave the house or go to 
bed 
When decorating, be careful not to 
overload electrical circuits. A circuit 
is overloaded when a fuse bums out or 
the circuit-breaker turns off. If a fuse 
bums outs, do not replace it with a 
larger one; this will not increase the 
capacity of the circuit and will only 
add to the hazard 
Use extension cords only when 
absolutely necessary. Do mg run cords 
under carpets, rugs. or any other 
combustible material 
Always use a fireplace screen and 
never leave burning candles or 
fireplaces unattended. Don’t use your

When the holiday s are ov er pick the 
spot ou tdoors where y ou want the tree 
to liv e — not too close to the hou se or 
other stru ctu res or u nder ov erhead 
wires. 
(Remember, the tree will 
spread ou t and grow tall ov er the y ears 
to come.) 
Dig a hole abou t twice the size of the 
ball at the roots of the tree and slightly 
deeper. Prepare the soil by mix ing in a 
little organic material su ch as peat 
moss or compost if av ailable. Backfill 
the bottom of the hole so the tree will 
sit with the ball top slightly ex posed. 
Place the tree with the bu rlap intact 
arou nd the ball into the center of the 
hole. Be su re it is standing straight u p. 
Fill the hole, firmly packing the soil 
arou nd the ball. Mu lch the area to 
protect the roots from cold and keep 
moistu re in. Fertilizer isn’t needed 
now, bu t plan to feed it nex t spring.

The great presidents of the United 
States invariably have been men with 
a firmly rooted faith in God, but 
they've also usually had a deftly 
pragmatic streak for translating their 
convictions into the well-being and 
service of society 
They’ve been activists, not insular 
pietists They were sure and settled in 
their beliefs, generally without 
troubling hang-ups. and got on with the 
Job at hand, applying their principles 
to their work in the world. 
“Be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only,” Theodore Roosevelt 
would say, quoting the verse from the 
epistle of James as his guideline. As 
the first president of the 20th century, 
he called the office a “bully pulpit” for 
moral leadership. 
He and other outstanding presidents 
of the past have consistently shown not 
only a solid religious footing, but 
usually broad knowledge of Scripture 
as well as other classics, coupled with 
an intellectual vigor and the courage of 
their convictions. 
John F. Kennedy, something of a 
political historian himself whose grace 
and intelligence gave a fresh vitality to 
the presidency before he was cut down 
by an assassin in 1963, once observed 
that while past presidents varied in 
religious beliefs, “each placed a 
special trust in God,” and he added: 
"Those who were the strongest in­ 
tellectually were also the strongest 
spiritually.” 
That seems evident in this review of 
the record of such men as Jefferson, 
both Adams, Lincoln, Theodore 
Roosevelt and Wilson. They’re among 
presidents 
classified 
as 
"m ost 
religious” in a case-by-case study, 
“God in the White House,” by David E. 
Green and Edmund Fuller. 
Listed among the "m oderately 
religious” are Washington, Madison, 
Monroe, Jackson, Van Buren, Polk, 
Buchanan, 
Cleveland, 
Hoover, 
Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
Johnson, considered presidents of 
varying excellence. The comparative 
study came prior to Nixon and Ford. 
The 
"m oderately 
religious’’ 
category includes both eminent and 
lesser figures. Strikingly, however, all 
of those classified as "least religious” 
are considered historically as second- 
rate presidents — William Henry 
Harrison, Taylor, Fillmore, Grant, 
Arthur, Taft and Harding. 
In any case, the 20th century began 
with a knowledgeable, widely read, 
strongly religious and buoyantly in­ 
dividualistic 
personality in the 
presidency, Theodore Roosevelt, man 
of letters and man of action. 
A cavalry "rough rider” in Cuba in 
the Spanish-American war before his 
presidency and big game hunter af­ 
terward, "trust-buster” Roosevelt was 
a dynamo of energy, a physical fitness 
buff and a dedicated Dutch Reformed 
churchman of from the age of 16, 
regular rn attendance. 
"I know all the excuses for not going 
to church,” he wrote. "I know that one 
can worship the Creator and dedicate 
one-self to good living in a grove of 
trees, or by a running brook, or in one’s 
own house, just as well as in church. 
But I also know that as a matter of cold 
fact the average man does not thus 
worship or dedicate himself.” 
As a student at Harvard, he taught a 
lively, heavily attended Sunday School 
class at Episcopal Christ Church for 
three years, but the rector ousted him 
on learning he belonged to another 
denomination -and intended to stay in 
it. 
He was a booming hymn-singer, and 
an anecdote in his presidency had it 
that on death he would reorganize the 
heavenly choir into 10,000 sopranos, 
10,000 altos and 10,000 tenors, adding, 
"I’ll sing bass.” 
He knew the Bible, quoted 
it 
frequently and maintained that “the 
religious man who is most useful is not 
he whose sole care is to save his own 
soul, but whose religion bids him strive 


to advance decency and clean living 
and make the world a better place for 
his fellows to Iive in ” 
He deplored denominational rivalry, 
just as had most notable presidents, in 
terms that would not become common 
until 
the 
modern 
ecumenical 
movement, He said: 
"I wish I could make every' member 
of a Christian church feel that just so 
far as he spends his time in quarrelling 
with other Christians of other churches 
he is helping to discredit Christianity 
in the eyes of the world . ” 
William Howard Taft, a Unitarian, 
harassed by critics who falsely ac­ 
cused him of everything from atheism 
to selling out to the Pope, said after a 
competent but lackluster presidency 
from 1909to 1913, "I have politics.” 
Pressured into seeking a second 
term. he got only eight electoral votes 
to 435 for Woodrow Wilson. 
Wilson, scholar, historian, president 
of ivy-league Princeton University, 
was probably the most intellectually 
disciplined, 
doctrinally 
astute 
Christian ever to occupy the White 
House, and also a man of far-seeing 
idealism. 
Yet, as with lincoln, there was a 
tragic element in Wilson's high moral 
vision. His valiant struggle for a 
League of Nations for international 
cooperation and peace was rebuffed in 
the United States. Yet the dream once 
loosed, though beaten, didn't die. 
Son of a Presbyterian minister, 
Wilson was totally committed to that 
faito and it was a driving force in his 
two terms, from 1913 to 1921 "There is 
nothing that gives such pith to public 
service as religion,” he said. 
Wilson prayed on his knees each 
morning and night, read the Bible 
daily, knew it thoroughly. 
Despite his efforts to keep the U.S. 
out of World War I, war came, and 
Wilson enumerated his famous 14 
poults of peace, including open con- 
venants openly arrived at, freedom of 
the seas, ending of trade barriers, 
arms reduction, the League of Nations. 
But the ideals were mangled in 
compromises forced by European 
diplomats in the Treaty of Versailles. 
Canny French diplomat George 
Clemenceau remarked cynically, "He 
thinks he is another Jesus Christ come 
upn the earth to reform men.” 
Wilson campaigned tirelessly for the 
league, finally collapsing, partly 
paralyzed, as his impossible dream 
faded in his time. Yet he remains a 
founder of international cooperation. 
Warren G. Harding, a machine 
politician, fond of cards and drinks 
with cronies, got the nod for the 
presidency in a “smoke-filled room” of 
Chicago’s Blackstone hotel — from 
which that phrase originated. 
An Ohio physician, newspaper 
publisher, civic booster and joiner, he 
was a Mason, Elk, Moose, and 
although a religious skeptic, joined a 
Baptist Church when, says religious 
historian Robert S. Alley, “his political 
position suggested the wisdom of the 
move.” 
His political pals led to his downfall 
in the Teapot Dome oil scandal, at the 
news of which he collapsed of a heart 
attack and died shortly afterward. 
Calvin Coolidge, the taciturn, 
upright, cautious "silent Cal,” had a 
vague religious view from childhood 
Sunday School in Vermont, but not 
until he became president in 1923 did 
he join the Congregational Church 


(now th* United O u r ch of Christ). 
He said that bern*!* him ‘ great 
satisfaction " However, he objected to 
preaching that went beyond "a change 
of heart ’ to social application of gospel 
principles “I think most of the clergy 
today are preaching socialism,” he 
Mid in an interview after he left the 
presidency 
Herbert Hoover, mining engineer 
and World War I relief administrator,

Roosevelt's practical, optim istic 
faith, like that of others in that time, 
was troubled about how a highly 
civilized, generally Christian nation, 
Germany, could have unleashed the 
horrors of Nazism. In his last year, he 
became engrossed with the existential 
theology of Danish mystic Soren 
Kierkegaard and his emphasis on the 
inevitably sinful streak in human 
nature. 
Harry S. Truman, a Baptist with a 
broad familiarity with the Bible, said 
he had read it through twice before he 
was 12. He took his religion seriously 
and habitually attended First Baptist 
Church in Washington. His wife, Bess, 
was Episcopalian. 
Democracy, he said, "is built upon a 
spiritual basis — and on a belief in God 
and observance of moral principle. 
And in the long run, only the church 
can provide that basis.” He, like many 
presidents, deplored denominational 
rivalry, saying he doubted that God 
picked favorites, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, commander 
of Allied forces in World War II and 
popular military hero, was reared in a 
Bible-oriented family connected with 
the Brethren in Christ. His grand­ 
father and an uncle were ministers. 
However, he never joined a church 
until the second Sunday after his 
inauguration in 1953 when he appeared 
before

Eisenhower’s presidency, perhaps 
somewhat superficially so in some

Eisenhower’s comments indicated a 
rather generalized belief. 
“Our government makes no sense 
unless it is founded on a deeply felt 
religious faith, and I don’t care what it 
is,” he once said. 
Eisenhower brought piety to the 
Potomac. He was the first president to 
attend annual presidential prayer 


breakfasts, a pattern that has con­ 
tinued He est a bilged a practice of 
opening his cabinet meetings with 
prayer.

aphorized the phrase, “In find We 
Trust," on coins and currency He 
called the struggle with communism 
“a fight between anti-God and a belief 
in the Almighty.” 
It was a black-and-white sort of 
religious view, far simpler and less 
Biblical than the faith of say, lincoln 
or Wilson, who recognized that in the 
world’s complexities.

John F. Kennedy, at 43 the youngest 
man to become president and the first 
Roman Catholic, had to fight off anti­ 
catholic suspicions in his campaign, 
facing questions from a Baptist group 
in Houston 
Affirming his belief in separation of 
church and state, he Mid. "I am not 
the Catholic candidate for president I 
am the Democratic party's candidate 
for president, who happens to be a 
Catholic,” But he said he would not 
"diMvow either my views or my 
church” to win an election. 
In his inaugural. Kennedy declared 
that ‘the same revolutionary beliefs 
for which our forebears fought are still 
at issue around the globe — the belief 
that the rights of man come not from 
the generosity of the state, big from 
the hand of God. . . 
"With a good conscience our only 
sure reward, with history the final 
judge of our deeds, let us go forward to 
lead the land we love, asking his 
Messing and his help, but knowing that 
here on earth God’s work must truly be 
our own.” 
Like EDR, Kennedy accepted 
religion as part of his life. It freed 
rather than encumbered him and gave 
zest and relish to his efforts. 
Lyndon B. Johnson attended a 
variety of churches as president, big 
retained lifelong membership in the 
Christian Church (Disciples of Christ). 
like g, he was ecumenical in attitudes. 
His wife was an Episcopalian. His 
daughter. Luci, became a Roman 
Catholic. 
"Prayer has helped me to bear the 
burdens of the first office, which are 
too great to be borne by anyone alone,” 
he Mid. 
On the day in 1966 he ordered the 
American bombing near Hanoi and 
Haiphong in North Vietnam, he went

The rep o rt said decrimin alizatio n 
p lan s u su ally are based o n the idea 
that remo v al o f stiff p en alties fro m 
v ictimless crimes wo u ld cu t co rru p ­ 
tio n an d let p o lice co n cen trate o n mo re 
serio u s o ffen ses. 
‘‘Actu al ex p erien ce with legalizatio n 
in certain areas in dicates that these 
argu men ts are n o t realistic,” the p an el 
said, co n ten din g that legal o fftrack 
bettin g an d state lo tteries hav e n o t 
lu red gamblers away fro m illegal 
bo o kies an d the n u mbers racket.

Follow these hints and this ChriA- 
mas won’t end on December 25 — it 
will laA forever in fine photographs 
Syndicate Profits 
Rise On Crimes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Organized 
crime may be making larger profits 
from such 
‘victimless crimes” as 
prostitution, 
gambling and per* 
nography because of moves to 
decriminalize the offenses, a federally 
funded study says. 
In a report released today, the 
National Advisory Committee on 
Criminal JuAice Standards and Goals, 
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a government-supported advisory 
panel, urged Ast es to go slowly in cut­ 
ting criminal penalties for “victimless 
crimes.” 
It said cutting penalties for such 
offenses 
seems to increase those 
crimes and, in turn, channels more 
money to organized crime. 
The report said decriminalization 
plans usually are based on the idea 
that removal of stiff penalties from 
victimless crimes would cut corrup­ 
tion and let police concentrate on more 
serious offenses. 
“ Actual experience with legalization 
in certain areas indicates thA these 
arguments are not realiAic,” the panel 
said. contending thA legal offtrack 
betting and AAe lotteries have not 
lured gamblers away from illegal 
bookies and the numbers racket 
“The partial legalization of gam­ 
bling and pornography not only ap­ 
pears to have increased the levels of 
those activities, but also may have 
increased 
profits for 
organized 
crim e," the committee said. “ As to 
proAitiAion, its current connection 
with organized crime appears to be 
increasing through ownership of bars 
and massage parlors where the women 
work.” 
The commission concluded thA ‘the 
issue of revising laws on victimless 
crimes is one thA states should view 
with considerable ca Aion.” 
The panel said inveAigAions “in* 
dicAe thA pornography has become 
organized crime's late A business,” 
producing profits which are pumped 
into loansharking, extortion, consumer 
fraud and bribery. 
In a 288-page report on organized 
crime, the commission also recom­ 
mended establishment of special 
prosecAors, statewide grand Juries, 
witness immunity and protection laws, 
electronic surveillance and election 
campaign reform laws. 
It urged thA prosecutors’ offices be 
removed from politics and that 
assistant prosecutors be full-time, 
career government employes. Other 
suggeAions included a nonpartisan 
selection plan for Judges. 
The report said organized mobsters 
have 
moved 
into 
a 
variety 
of 
legitim ate 
businesses, 
including 
freight companies and airlines, which 
it said are used as fronts for smuggling 
of drugs, weapons, jewelry, cigarettes 
and alcohol.

CHICAGO (AP) — The nAion’s 
accident death toll dropped to 102,500 
in 1975 according to the NAional 
Safety Council. The death rate was 
down three per cent from last year and 
is the loweA rate on record.
